Alabama Pig Crop 
Shows Decrease 


Alabama's 1957 fall pig crop 
totaled 733,060 head, a decrea- 
se of 2 per cent from the 1956 
fall crop, The number of pigs 
saved this fall is about 4 per 
cent below the 10-year (1946- 
55) average of 768,000 head, 
The 1957 spring pig crop a- 
mounted to 856,000 head, 
which was 1 per cent below 
1956 but 12 per cent above a- 
verage. The total number of 
pigs saved during the year is 
estimated at 1,589,000; down 
1 per cent from 1956. 

The number of sows farrow- 
ed is estimated at 124,000 dur- 
ing the spring and 111,000 dur 
ing the fall, Pigs per litter a- 
veraged 6.9 in the spring and 
6.6 in the fall.
